Professor Margaret Reid,-of the University of Chi- 
cago, expressed the feeling of the skeptics when ‘she 
testified before the House Committee on Education and 
Labor in the following vein: “‘The overtones of much of 
the discussion (about poverty) and its sudden eruption 
create the impréssion that we are in the throes of an- 
other emotional jag. Not long ago there was an out- 
pouring of books and articles in the magazines and news- 
papers.on affluence .... Affluence is now being over- 
shadowed. We are portrayed as a poverty-ridden soci- 
ety and urged to undertake a large-scale program for 
increasing economic opportunity.” The truth, as usual 
in controversial issues, lies somewhere between the res-
